at  almost  double  the  salary  he  gets  where 
he  is,  what  did  he  do?  Will,  he  simply 
sent  a reply  back  by  (degrain  that  he 
could  not  accept  the  position. 

But  what  of  this,  did  you  ask?  .Much 
every  way,  but  chieify  in  this  is  the  lesson 
for  us  all  to  study.

Four  of  the  pastors  of  Go  nada  Churches 
put  a force  of  workers  into  the  field  with 
the  coming  of  the  spring  weather  and 
made  a complete  religious  census  of  the 
white  population  of  the  town.  The  %-tive 
canvas  was  maile  in  two  (days),  thus 
bringing  each  person  face  to  face  with  bis 
religious  life  and  spiritual  condition.  It 
filled  the  community  with  remarks,  com- 
ments and  discussions  as  to  church  at- 
tendance, Sunday-school  attendance,  fam- 
ily worship,  church  memliershipand  so  on. 
When  the  returns  were  tabulated  we  were 
in  full  possession  of  accurate  information 
as  to  everybody’s  cliuich  relations  and  re- 
ligious activities.  Each  pastor  and  his 
workers  went  out  after  their  own  denomi- 
national constituency,  and  made  a syste- 
matic effort  to  bring  all  into  church  mem- 
bership and  Sunday-school  attendance;  all 
those  found  to  lie  drifting  were  encouraged 
to  make  a new  Iicginning  of  their  religious 
duties.

1904. 

Dr  W.  E.  Hatcher  remained  a week  with 
Pastor  Dickinson  after  the  opening  of  the 
new  house  of  w-orship  of  First  Church, 
Birmingham,  Ala.,  and  seven  personscame 
in  by  letter  and  fifty-one  by  baptism. 

Here  is  scicething  new.  The  friends  of 
the  editor  of  a religious  journal  insist  that 
he  shall  attend  the  World's  Baptist  Con- 
gress in  London  at  their  expense.  The 
happy  editor  is  Rev.  J.  S.  Dickerson  of  the 
Chicago  Standard.

In  giving  $1,500  towards  a new  organ 
for  ‘‘the  venerable  Second  Church”  of  Phil- 
adelphia, Mr.  Carnegie  wrote:  ‘T  claim 
a kinship  to  the  Baptists,  in  that  my 
grandfather  had  been  a lay  preacher  o 
that  body.” 

Rev.  A.  H.  Clark,  of  the  graduating  class 
in  Mississippi  College  and  who  w ill  con- 
tinue in  our  Seminary  his  preparation  for 
the  ministry,  preached  two  interest  ing  and 
instructive  sermons  in  Vicksburg  April  23 
as  supply  of  Pastor  Mahoney  t f Calvary 
Church.

If  the  ghost  of  Henry  Ward  Ikecher  could 
have  passed  by  Meridiafi  on  yesterday  we 
think  it  would  Jiave  been  with  squinted 
eves  if  not  an  averted  face;  for  vft  remem- 
ber that  he,  passing  as  a prophet,  gave  it 
out  soon  after  the  close  of  the  war  that 
“the  people  of  the  South  would  lie  so 
ash.imed  of  the  war  wirhin  25  years  that 
they  would  curse  its  memories,  and  wish  it 
never  had  been.”  Perhaps  if  the  phantom 
of  that  great  ministerial  freak  could  have 
seen  that  more  than  5,000  old  Confederates, 
t leir  children  and  grand  childrth,  singing 
Dixie  and  other  Southern  songs,;  applaud- 
ing every  distinctive  Southern  an  1 Con- 
fcilerate  sentiment,  and  shedding  tears 
over  the  memory  of  their  fallen  brothers 
and  fathers,  it  would  have  realized  that 
the  Confederacy  was  a “creation'’  and  not 
a “myth,”  and  that  its  name  and  the 
names  of  its  heroes  would  continue  to  live 
and  inspire  national  patriotism  when  that 
of  tl  e self-appointed  prophet  had  dropped 
into  oblivion,  or  wrapped  in  the  mummy- 
clothes  of  forgctlulnc^s,  would  be  fair!
